SPARKS FROM MARK: 

This past year our parish council, now 
called pastoral council, has been reading 
several books to help us make the shift 
from a parish council which is based more 
on the corporate model of management 
concerned more with the day to day 
operations of parish life and the 
organization and supervision of 
committees. The pastoral council model is 
based on meeting the pastoral needs of the 
parish community and its parishioners by 


helping them to discern their gifts they are 
called to share with the parish community. 

Mark Fisher in his book ''Pastoral 
Councils in Today's Catholic Parish", states 
that the purpose of the Pastoral Council is 
"to investigate pastoral matters, to consider 
them thoroughly, and to pose practical 
conclusions about them. In this way, the 
council fosters pastoral activity. The 
council's first task is, to study those matters 
brought to its attention and shed light on 
them. Its second task is to reflect on them 
thoroughly, to discern their true nature, to 
evaluate and to ponder them. Its final task 
is to draw sound conclusions”. 

Fisher goes on to say that the "council 
presents these conclusions to the pastor in 
the form of recommendations. This 
threefold task of the council - investigating, 
considering, and recommending 
conclusions - is called pastoral planning. 
After the pastor has accepted the 
recommendations of the council, he directs 
their implementation. Councils members 
may assist him, but strictly speaking, 
implementation is the responsibility of the 
pastor and not the council". 

Our hope with the new pastoral council is 
that most of our time and energy will be 
spend on what are the pressing needs of our 
parish community and how do we need to 
meet these needs as a community of faith. 

At our next pastoral council we will be 
meeting with Dr. John Usera who will help 
us to begin to set our priorities for our 
parish community based on the 
survey/questionnaire and focus group we 
did this past Lent and Easter season.
